ESCAPE, IN EXPRESS WAGON. 
Score of Witness Theft, 
but Armed Men Make Escape. * | 


__A spectacular robbery in which diamonds 
valued at $7,500 were taken from the jew- 
elry\shop of Turner Bros., 881 West Madi- 
son street, excited residents of that dis- 
trict last evening. Revolver shots, intimi- 
dation of pedestrians who tried to interfere,
